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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 

Applicant has made an amendment that neither changes the grounds of rejection, nor any limitations or functional language. The previous 
office action's rejection remains in tact for this entered amendment. 

Nevertheless, applicant has argued that the first and second elastic parts of Meier do not have different predetermined pitches as claimed 
in the Instant Application. 

However, examiner disagrees because as shown in Meier, and discussed in the previous office action, there is no direction given or 
indication of which pitches to compare when stating "predetermined pitches". This is important because along the path of the spring there 
are many different pitches for the first elastic part and the second elastic part. 

For example, if one took the first elastic part (from the left end coil to the portion 30), took the second elastic part (from portion 30 to the 
right coil), and placed these side by side, they would have inverse (and therefore different) pitches if compared from the left side to the right 
side of each. Similarly, since there are many different pitches on each elastic part of Meier as interpreted above, if one took a single far left 
pitch of the first elastic part, and if one took another single far left pitch of the second elastic part, these would be different. Therefore, 
because no direction of how to measure these pitches, or basically, no indication of which pitches to compare, the rejection as applied in 
the previous office action has merit. 

Note that the above was similarly explained in the previous office action. Note further that 6,193,255 to Watanbe (as pointed out in the 
previous office action) discloses non-linear springs having asymmetric pitches (see Fig 1 ) that could be used in combination with Meier to 
teach different sets of pitches on either side of Meier's mass/core. It appears that this might read on what applicant was attempting in 
newly amended claim 1. 
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
